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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Specifically, Applicant has amended the claims to read solely on "protein-protein interactions" whereas the 
claims previously read on "proteomic interactions" that included a broader scope than "protein-protein interactions" alone. Thus, the 
amendment adds a new limitation that had not previous been considered on the merits in an attempt to overcome the rejections of 
record. As a result, the amended claims would require a new search and consideration with respect to this change in scope after 
prosecution on the merits has been closed by a FINAL Office Action. As a result, the amendment will not be entered.
